COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately 
in the County of Franklin, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately on 
Monday, the third of February next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


Article I. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the ensuing year; Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, Auditor, one Assessor for 
three years, one School Committee for three years, one 
Library Trustee for three years, one Cemetery Com- 
missioner for three years, Tree Warden, Elector under the 
Will of Oliver Smith, Tax Collector, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen,

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to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January Ist, 1936, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 
17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. ‘To see if the Town will vote to make an 
appropriation for the Public Library. (Recommended by 
Finance Board, $100.00.) 


Article VII. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $100 for the care of Cemeteries, 
or take any action thereto. (Recommended by Finance 
Board, $100.00.) 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money for Gypsy and Brown ‘Tail Moth work. 
(Recommended by Finance Board, $125.00.) 


Article IX. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for the maintenance of Highways under the 
provisions of Sections 26-299, Chapter 81 of the General 
Laws.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period 
from December 18, 1932, to September 14, 1935, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 
Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me by 
Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

As directed by you I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
December 18, 1932, the date of the previous examination, 
to September 14, 1935, and submit the ee report 
thereon: 
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The financial transactions, as recorded on the books for 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined, checked, and verified. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the board of select- 
men were checked with the record of licenses granted, 
the payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, and the cash on hand September 
14, 1935, was verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were checked 
with the records of the departments collecting money for 
the town and with the other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were compared with the approved orders of the select- 
men authorizing them. The cash book additions were 
verified and the cash balance September 14, 1935, was 
proved by a reconciliation of the bank account with a 
statement received from the bank and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. 


The payments of debt and interest were checked with 
the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 
on file. 


The securities, including savings bank books, repre- 
senting the investment of the trust funds in the custody 
of the treasurer, were examined and listed. The income 
was proved and the withdrawals were checked with the 
treasurer’s record of receipts. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding 
at the time of the previous examination were audited 
and proved, and the commitment lists of all subsequent 
taxes were added and reconciled with the assessor’s 
warrants. The recorded collections were compared with 
the treasurer’s record of receipts, the abatements were 
checked with the assessor’s record of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 
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The collector’s cash balance September 14, 1935, was 
proved by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the 
replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


It is again recommended that a determined effort be 
made to secure settlement of the uncollected taxes of 
prior years. 


The appropriations voted by the town were listed 
from the town clerk’s record of town meetings and a 
comparison with the aggregate amount chargeable a- 
gainst each account disclosed several overdrafts. It was 
also noted that, in addition to these overdrafts, bills 
have been incurred against several appropriations in 
excess of the amounts available for expenditure, these 
amounts involved being provided for at the town meet- 
ing of the year following. 


Attention in this connection is called to Section 31, 
Chapter 44, General Laws, which reads as follows: 


““No department of any city or town, except 
Boston, shall incur liability in excess of the 
appropriation made for the use of such depart- 
ment, except in cases of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of persons or 
property, and then only by vote in a city of 
two-thirds of the members of the city council, 
and in a town by a vote of two-thirds of the 
selectmen.”’ 


It was noted that an appropriation for a reserve fund 
was voted at a special town meeting held October 18, 
1933. An appropriation for a reserve fund may be 
voted at an annual meeting only. It was also noted that 
the amount appropriated for a reserve fund at the annual 
meeting of 1935 was in excess of the amount permitted 
by law, in which connection attention is called to the 
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provisions of Section 6, Chapter 40, General Laws, 
which reads as follows: 


“To provide for extraordinary or unforeseen 
expenditures, a town may at an annual town 
meeting appropriate a sum not exceeding five 
per cent of the tax levy of the preceding year, 
to be known as the reserve fund. No direct drafts 
against this fund shall be made, but transfers 
from the fund may from time to time be voted 
by the finance or appropriations committee of 
the town, in towns having such a committee, 
and in other towns by the selectmen; and the 
town accountant in towns having such an 
official, and in other towns the auditor or board 
of auditors, shall make such transfers accord- 
ingly.” 

The financial transactions of the town clerk were 
examined and checked. The receipts for dog and sport- 
ing licenses were compared with the records of licenses 
issued and the payments to the state, county, and town 
treasurers were verified. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and 
tax collector were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The records of charges of the public welfare and of 
the health departments were examined. The collections 
and disallowances were checked and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved. 


The receipts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were checked with the record of fees charged, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
record of receipts, and the cash on hand September 21, 
1935, was proved by actual count. It was noted that the 
sealer pays over his collections to the treasurer only 
once each year. Payments to the treasurer by the 
sealer of weights and measures should be made monthly, 
as required by law. 
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The accounts of the librarian were examined. The 
recorded receipts for fines and fees were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer being verified and the cash 
on hand September 14, 1935, being proved. 

The records of the cemetery department were ex- 
amined and checked. The records of charges for the 
years 1932 and 1933 were not available for examination. 
The charges for the sale of lots and opening of graves 
for the years 1934 and 19385 were listed, the collections 
were checked, and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. } 

Ledger accounts were compiled and analyzed, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
September 14, 1935. 


There is appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental 
accounts, together with tables showing the trust fund 
transactions. 

For the cooperation extended by the several officials 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Whately: 


Any report which the Superintendent may make to a 
Committee in these days must concern matters which 
many hours of attention on your part have already made 
familiar. Since the reorganization of Whately schools in 
1928-29, before which ten teachers were employed and 
three one-room schools were maintained, each succeeding 
year has brought its problems of adjustment 'to meet 
varying conditions. To each Committee has come the 
responsibility of judging between income and demand, 
between sound educational policy and economic expe- 
diency. The members have labored without prejudice 
to meet financial needs and yet maintain good school 
standards. Sacrifices have also been necessary on the 
part of the patrons in this effort to meet the conditions 
which necessity has imposed upon them. ‘Teachers, 
likewise, have cheerfully assumed additional burdens 
and responsibilities. This spirit of civic cooperation in 
these situations is highly creditable to the citizens of 
Whately and gratifying to me in the exercise of my office. 

In September schools opened with six teachers, two 
in the Center building and four in the East, with a regis- 
tration of 191 pupils. This enrollment, with but 10 
pupils entering the first grade, was twenty less than the 
preceeding September. For this reason the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mrs. Katherine Deinlein in 
June was not filled. 

It wotld now appear that our organization is pretty 
well stabilized and that attention can be focused upon 
improved salary schedules, and the upkeep of our equip- 
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ment and other factors entering into the support of a 
modern school system. 

Except for some unfavorable weather in the early 
months there was little interruption to the orderly pro- 
cedure of school work during the year. Attendance 
records were raised, promotion failures decreased, and 
other favorable conditions were much in evidence. 

In June, twenty-six pupils completed the elementary 
course, of whom twenty-three entered high or vocational 
schools in September. This September finds seventy- 
three Whately pupils attending high and vocational 
schools during the first four months of this year, against 
seventy pupils for the same period last year. The cost 
will not be increased this year as the tuition rate at the 
Deerfield High School, attended by a majority of the 
pupils, has been reduced appreciably for the current 
year. 

A study of our immediate needs in books and materials 
was made through the year, and it was possible to provide 
new and modern texts in fourth grade geography and 
English, sixth grade history, seventh and eight grade 
English and United States history and eighth grade arith- 
metic. The remainder of our arithmetic texts have been 
in use for nearly five years and will need early replace- 
ment. The schools also need additional library and 
reference material. All of our pupils now come from 
English speaking homes, and our reading program should 
be broadened and extended. The local library facilities 
are not conveniently available to a large part of the 
children, and a limited selection of reading material should 
be available in the schools. 

During the summer the boiler in the South building 
was removed and installed in the Center school where it 
serves its purpose admirably. Some of the blackboards 
have also been transferred to other class rooms where 
needed. The toilet conditions have been improved in the 


Kast school and other minor improvements made in the 
buildings. 
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The vacant room in the East school is found useful for 
the various group activities of the pupils, and its use 
could even be extended for social and community pur- 
poses. 

At Christmas the children again enjoyed an enter- 
tainment generously provided by the Parent-Teacher 
Association as one of its valued services to the school and 
the community. 

Suggestions have been frequently made regarding 
improvement of the grounds at the East school. While 
it may not be feasible to equip a modern playground at 
this time, the space about the building should be drained, 
graded, and seeded or graveled. At present it receives 
much of the surface water from the highway and the 
approach to the school during the greater part of the year 
is through mud and slush. The school building occupies 
a prominent site, offering real opportunity for develop- 
ment. 

I invite your attention to the report of the School 
Nurse and to the tabulations of interesting facts found 
on other pages of the report. 

I desire to repeat my expressions of appreciation for the 
cooperation of the Committee, the teachers and the 
officials and citizens of Whately in our common task.

My dear Mr. Janes: 


In February thirtheen children needed no dental work 
done when Dr. G. P. Hall examined the children before 
the clinic. In November twenty were entitled to dental 
certificates. Eighty children had work done in the Febru- 
ary clinic with a total of two hundred sixteen operations. 
Fifty-one received dental certificates. Another clinic 
will be held soon to care for the needs of those examined 
in November. 


Greater protection against diphtheria is being obtained 
each year, because of the increasing number of preschool 
children who receive the Toxin-Antitoxin treatments at 
the school clinic and in their homes. Last spring twelve 
preschool and twenty-two school children were so pro- 
tected at the school clinic. Thus practically all of the 
school population is protected, and our present job is to 
increase this protection to include every child six months 
old and over. Fourteen children were protected against 
small pox at the school clinic. 


A definite effort to secure glasses for children needing 
them is being made. Six children are wearing them. An 
intensive effort to protect the good eye of one child has 
been, and is being made and his physician’s requests 
toward this end are being carried out. 

A stripped to the waist examination by the school 
physician assisted by the nurse revealed some postural 
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defects. An adjustment of desks to better fit the needs of 
all the children was immediately made. A physical edu- 
cation teacher would help materially to remedy bad con- 
ditions and prevent other from developing. 

Seven children have been watched and advised as need 
arose since they were examined in the Chadwick and 
school clinics. Each year they are reexamined. One child 
was given care at the Greenfield Health Camp last sum- 
mer. Special treatment has been secured for children when 
they need it. To promote a better knowledge of healthy 
living, we have supplied health movies and materials. 

I am most appreciative of the hearty cooperation which 
parents, pupils, teachers and school officials give to school 
health work through the year.
